For fifty years the Brownells worked to develop 
a strain of roses that would withstand extreme cold 
and thus eliminate yearly replacement of tender 
varieties. They achieved their goal and named the 
strain Sub-Zero. They have introduced over sixty 
varieties, many of which are resistant to blackspot, 


the scourge of rose growing. They also developed 
a strain of everblooming pillar roses which have 


met with outstanding success. 


For their work in rose betterment they have re- 
ceived many honors and awards, among which 
have been the Jackson Dawson Medal from the 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society, The Jane 
Righter Medal from The Garden Club of America, 
the Distinguished Service Medal Award from the 
Brooklyn Botanic Gardens, and in 1955 the Univer- 
sity of Rhode Island awarded Dr. Brownell an 
honorary degree of Doctor of Science. 

Their work in both breeding and the selling of 
roses is now being carried on by their son Herbert 
C. Brownell, who has been associated with his 
parents for over twenty years.
